Lomprtitiim, the) say, will always kcrp 
prices down* and price control frequently 
promts inefficient manufacturers. 

Other retailers* ajwxiatiuns and the 
Imililinjj trade arc againM the re- 
irnpudtiun of price cmilrols in their 
spheres. 

They say that reinlrodsictson of price 
controls would ieud to black-marketing, 
rackets, and scarcities. 

The houiewife, looking in vain foi an 
adequate return [or her money, feels that 
high food prices an- the highest racket of 
all. 

Rxcept when a slut bring!' prkr> down 
she must often liu> vrcond -quality goixls 
becatuc she cannot afford the best. 

If keen lompetitinn cuts prices, as the 
retail traders claim, stirely this factor, plus 
the buyer resistance well in evidence at 
present, should have reduced prices 
already, 

Price conirol fixes the maximum price 
In certain looosiufTs, There is nothing 
lo prevent shopkeepers selling under that 
price. 

7'Ae fiubiir hm found in the past that 
the decontrol of basic commodities has 
often resulted in sky-rocket rises in f/ru es. 

If the retail traders inuhl give some 
assurance that the oft-rcpratcd promise 
that "competition will bring down prices" 
would be fulfilled by their members, then 
the casr lor complete repeal of controls 
wnutd lie stninger.
